and begin gun practice off Shantung 
province on June 22.

considerably reinforced 
at Leikaton, 
and that another raid Is expected. In 
the direction of Hallincheng the Rus­ 
sians have been reinforced by three 
divisions.

The officers and men of the Asahi and 
Kasuga, although they had fought for

mutinous crew endeavoring continual­ 
ly to obstruct navigation of the prize 
and if I ossible to destroy her. 
One- 
half of the Russians were transferred 
to the Asahi and Ifasuga, but the re­ 
mainder outnumbered 
the Japanese 
placed on board. 
Lieutenant Naka- 
gavva, in charge, at once ordered the 
Japanese marines with loaded rifles

herded lorward, and bluejackets were 
I lav ed at other points to guard the 
shin.

Body of Cuban Patriot Taken to Its 
Last Resting Place. 
Havana, June 21.—The body of Gen­ 
eral 
Maximo 
Gomez 
was 
interred 
Tuesday evening after a funeral serv­ 
ice so replete with demonstrations in 
honor of the dead general as to lead 
In several instances to scenes of dis­ 
order. 
Tire most serious 
trouble oc­ 
curred while the great procession was 
passing Central park, when some reck­ 
less young Cubans rushed toward the 
field gun 
caisson on which 
the gen­ 
eral’s remains were borne, demanding 
permission to carry 
the body. They 
were thrust back, and then a bigger 
crowd rushed forward 
and swayed 
back and forth across the broad street, 
temporarily disorganizing the proces­ 
sion. 
At the cemetery there was consider­ 
able disorder. 
The bulk of the great 
crowd restrained from passing through 


the cemetery gates until the arrival of 
the procession, and this resulted in 
much crowding and pushing, aud in 
several charges 
by mounted police 
with no worse result, however, than 
some bruised heads and bodies. The 
arrival of big forces of rural guards 
soon resulted in the restoration of or­ 
der. and the burial of the remains ot 
General Gomez was accomplished Just 
before 
unset in the 
presence of ti 
great hut quiet and reverent multi­ 
tude1. 
The I'roi ession was the largest since 
the c taldisim lit of the republic.
